Charges and facts 


In a four-page document “A Quest for the Re- 
organization of the EDA for Chinatown - North 
Beach Area, Calvin L.Y. Chan leveled strong charges 
at the board of directors and especially its chairman. 

The document was made at the Chinese Six Co. 
sponsored community meeting on April 8. Later an 
English version was distributed at a Press conference 
called by the Six Co. on April 17. 

The cannon was aimed at the head of the board ， 
Chairman Father Charles Donovan. Chan，an EDA 
community organizer for two months before being 
dismissed because of irregularities in hiring Proce- 
dures，held the chairman “responsible for all the 
mijstakes in EDA which he committed due to his in- 
competence. 

Most of the specific charges revolved around the 
legality in the firing of Dr. Dapen Liang as director 
and a resolution endorsing the 15 demands of the 
Black Students Union and the Third World Liberation 
Front. 

The charge of illegality in amending the by-laws 
which allowed the voting to oust Liang has been re- 
futed by the board on ground rules based on Robert'S 
Rules of Order. 

The chairman cannot be held responsible for the 
Passing of any resolution.， The endorsement of the 
students′ demands was voted by the entire board. 
Besides, the resolution supported only the demands， 
*which are just, and not the strike or any of the vio- 
lence which followed. 

Chan wrote,，“ he Board Chairman of Hunters 
Point is a_ black man,， and that of Mission District 
is a Mexican.， But the Chairman for EDA for China- 
town-North Beach is a white man and not a Chinese. 
lsn itaridicule to the Chinese2” 

Mr. Chan forgets that the anti-Poverty_ program 
in the Chinatown-North Beach Area serves People 
that include black，Filipinos and white. 

Chan asserted “The EDA for Chinatown-North 


Beach used to receive the least amount of appPropri-. 


ation in comparison with the other four EDASs in 
San Francisco，This year the budget approved for 
our area is $661.000，second only to that received 
by Hunters Point.， From this you can draw your Own 
conclusion if Dr.， Liang hasnt done anything 
worthy.

Everyone has heard about the 
great sage of antiquity，Confucius， 
and also his great sagely discible 
Mencius. For a very long time nowW 
these men have had Latinized names 
一 from Chinese Kung Tzu and 
Meng TIzu, respectively. But another 
ancijent Chinese sage had gathered 
found him much fame in his day， 
and has had an infuence on Chi- 
nese _ thought far beyond what 1sS 
7 Tecognized， This was Hsun 
Tzu ( 闸 村 ) or Master Hsun . 
His name was once also Latinized 
to “Sincius"”，but it _ never really 
caught on. And so this third of 
the three gteat Confucians，or bet- 
tert， teally，“jiterati” of Chinese 
high antiquity remains relative Un- 
known in the West. 


In traditional，premodern China， 
too，Hsun TIzu seems to have got- 
ten the short end of it His work， 
still bresetved today between the 
COVvers of a book called 五 rujz 工 zz 
neVver became batrt of the venerable 
canon，the“"“thifrteen classics"，itself.

Following his 
remaftks，W7illiam FE Heintz，a_S.EF， 
free-lance writer and financial an- 
alysist，gaVve a faifly extensive and 
critical bibliograbhical review， 
based presumably on his forth-com- 
ing Work, Tpe Cpzzzeye 2 Ca1zfor- 
Mia (a 450-item annotated bibliog- 
raphy，co-edited by Mrs.，Gladys 
Hansen of the S.EF. Public Library ) . 
Heintz rightly cautioned the audi- 
ence to _ tead books dealing with 
Chinese， wtitten between 1860- 
1890，critically，keebping in mind 
that the era was Petmeated with 
anti-Chinese sentiment and Chris- 
tian missionary zeal， He cited a 
distastefully large number of blat- 
antly racist quotations and bhrases 
of hate to illustrate his boint. How: 
ever,， be was fight to atttibute much 
of the Diejudices _ and misunder- 


Standing now existing to that era. 


His review on recent bublications， 


was probably helpful to the gen- 
erally il-informed audience，as fre- 
fected in questions from the foor. 
This reviewer，howevety failed to 
understand why books by S， 人 双 . 
Kung，G: Barth， Pei Chi 了 和 ， 
3S3，Y.: Wu and Jun 了 T、Sun, 
were not mentioned. Impbortant 
books in German and Chinese 
were also conspicuously missing. 
We hope that the forth-coming 
bibliography will bridge this gab.

The jlast lecture before lunch 
break was delivered by Thomas W7. 
Chinn，the first bresident of the 
Society- Chinn discussed the con- 
tributions of Chinese in the U. S 一 
a Subject extremely di 伍 cult to Pre- 
sent in brober betsbective。 Avoid- 
ing the bitfalls of re-iterating thbe 
spectacular Chinese ， achievements 
by men such as Hiram Fong，Iee 
Tsung-dao，Yang Chen-ning， Dong 
Kingman，James Wong Howe, JIeoh 
Ming Pei，Gerald 工 sai，etc.，Ghinn 
paid 'tribute to the thousands of 
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Chinese laborers who opened the 
ANVestern states to the East with the 
construction of the trans-Continen- 
tal railroad and who estat1-hed 
many basic industries，such as ,lsh- 
ing, mining,，Shoe，garment，agricul- 
tufal，etc.，that .eventually turned 
California into one of the richest 
states in the U.S，Chinn also cor- 
rected the Popular misconception 
that early Chinese immigrants did 
not intend to _ become a permanent 
Part of the American population 
(the most recent examble was ex- 
Pressed by G. Barth in 1964) by 
citing a ftesolution of the first 
known Chinese community meet- 
ing repotted in the Lia Cajzforzza 
of Dec. 10,， 1849, which called the 
U.S. “our adopted country.” In 
the interest of unbiased scholarship， 
Chinn cited exambles of men of 
courage and justice who came to 
the defense of Chinese during the 
anti-Chinese eta.

The afternoon brtogram obened 
with a_ unique multi-screen slide 
show by Mrs. Barbara- Adams and

recognize that this assemblage 
OowWes much to Alan Wong of YM- 
CA and Epoch of Berkeley，even 
though credit was not given to 
them. 

The third lecture by Chingwah 
工 Ee，a Jocal arft dealer，wa5 Sub- 
Posed to be on Chinese tempbles in 
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California， It “was changed to 
“Footnotes on Chinese Religlons.” 
人 As far as this reviewer can ascer- 
tain，the talk bore no telation to 
the subject-matter of the seminar 
and at times bore the favor of a 
talk to tourists。 Within an hour， 
Lee covered _ Confucianism， Bud- 
dhism and Taoism in China and 
Shintoism of Japan，and he made 
only Passing treferences to Chinese 
folk relligions and 开 wan Gon，one 
of the major deities in southern 
China，Lee made- numerous claims 
and generalizations without gliving 
documentary evidence. For exarm- 
ble，the alleged relation between 
the Shang royal tomb and Sumerian 
royal burial was completely ana- 
chronistic and groundless. To 
avoid future repetition and to 3af- 
ford better control of subject mat- 
tert，the Society should require all 
Speakers to _ submit theif bapers in 
advance for scteening. 

A banel (Kenneth Abbott， 
Chingwah Lee, H. Mark Lai, Thom- 
as-” Chinn with Philip Choy，as 
moderator) spent an hour answer- 
ling questions from the Patrticipants 
of the seminar. Unfortunately the 
banel avoided answeting political 
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EEE 


and Soclal questions even when 
they were obviously related to his- 
toOryY. For example，this revliewer 
asked, “Is the Society engaged in 
rescuing importanpt historical land- 
marks in _ California?y If so， has the 
Society taken a stand on the Kong 
Chow Tempble，the oldest Chinese 
tempble in S.F.，now destined to be 
demolished?” In my. opinion， 让 
the Society cannot and will not 
make a historical judgment on this 
signifcant landmark，how can 站 
Purport to berform this function for 
others? The panel discussion end- 
ed with many delegates exbtessing 
a desire to have more seminars of 
this kind in the future. 

A tour of Chinatown followed 
the seminart. The tour included 


"CACA，Chinese Six Companies，a 


family association，a Chinese news- 
Paper and the home of the Histori- 
cal Society。 Surely，the Society will 
agree With this reviewetr that the 
toOUr Was too one-sided! 

There is no question in this re- 
Viewefs mind that the seminar was 
an historical milestone and a trib- 
ute to the Soclety and its dedicated 
Imembers. The Society should be 
congrtatulated for such an under- 
taking.， The yapar ($5.00 ) ，in 
spite of some significant .，oOmnis- 
sions，is an important contribution 
to ou knowledge and future te- 
search._ TI join 部 lth other Particl- 
Pants of the seminat to urge the 
Society to Plan more seminatrs OF 
conferences of this kind.， 工 also
